means committee which has had it 
under consideration since the open­ 
ing of congress. The measure will be

Thursday, with about a month of de­ 
bate in prospect before it will be 
passed. 
The bill as reported by Chairman 
Green, provide» for complete revis­ 
ion of federal taxes and a 25 per cent 
reduction in the 1923 personal in­ 
come taxes payable this year. Three 
other reports were made, however, 
the differences centering on the in­ 
come rates with particular reference 
to the surtax schedule which was re­ 
ported on the lines recommended by 
Secretary Mellon.

For this overscrupulous brother, for 
whom Christ died, is ruined by what 
you call your knowledge. 
But in 
ginning against your brothers in this 
way and wounding their too scrupu­ 
lous consciences, you are really sin­ 
ning against Christ. 
Therefore, if 
what I eat makes my brother fall, 
I will never eat meat again, 
rather 
than make my brother fall. 
Am I not free? Am I not an apo?- 
tle? Have I not seen Jesus our Lord ? 
Are you not the product of my work 
in the Lord’s service 
If I am not 
an apostle to other people, I cer­ 
tainly am one to you, for you your­ 
selves, In your relation to the Lord, 
are the certificate of my apostleship.

CAMERA MAKES AN 
OLD BIBLE READABLE 


ANN A A BOR, Mich.. Feb. II —The 
modern art of the came ra has come 
to rescue the oldest known Bible 
from the inevitable deterioration of 
the years. Portions of this Bible be­ 
longing to the University of Michi­ 
gan are being photographed, partly 
to preserve the disintegrating frag­ 
ments and partly to put the fading 
papyrus in a substantial form, avail­ 
able for study. 
The fragments, said to belong to 
the oldest Bible in existence, arc 
part of the text of the minor pro­ 
phet?. The text is readable in places 
with the naked eye. Other parts re­ 
quire the aid of a powerful sias. . By 
methods of photography, the repro­ 
ductions will be much more legible

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Feb. 11.— 
Prospectors, miners 
and 
trappers 
will be taken Into the Arctic Circle 
by dirigible next summer, if a com­ 
pany, whose 
representatives 
now 
are in interior Alaska, carries out 
announced plans. 
Those organizing the project say 
they believe the dirigible will prove 
a solution for the placer operator, 
who finds the long slow routes of 
waterways and dog trails a serious 
problem in time and financing. The 
“farthest north" 
trappers are con­ 
fronted with the same difficulty. 
The first airship will play, accord­ 
ing to the 
announcement, between 
Fairbanks, the Chandelar and Koyo- 
kuk. It is planned eventually to ex­ 
tend the service to other districts. 
If dirigible transportation is thus 
installed, the traveler may reach the 
Arctic Circle within eight days after 
sailing 
from 
Seattle. 
He 
would 
travel by boat six days, landing in 
Anchorage, then by train 24 hours to 
Fairbanks, 
whence 
he 
would 
be 
whisked through the air for the last 
and hardest lap of the journey. 
With the passing of many of the 
famous old placer camps south of 
the Yukon, the prospector has pass­ 
ed over northward, into the shadow 
of the Polar wilderness. 
However, 
the promising fields within the Arc­ 
tic Circle often require hydraulic op­ 
erations, 
and, even 
where a "pay 
discovery" has been made, it is a 
matter of weeks, sometimes months, 
to get a force of miners and the 
equipment over the snow and icc 
trails into the remote sections. 
The company’s representatives de­ 
clare they can carry two tons of men 
and equipment into the Arctic in a 
few hours, at a cost of about one- 
fourth 
that 
entailed 
by 
dog-sled 
transportation. 
The dirigible also may be used to 
take summer tourists for visits to 
"the Arctic silences." 
The announcement of the contem­ 
plated dirigible service has stirred in 
Alaskan towns a clamor for mail to 
be delivered by air to such points as 
Nome, the Upper 
Kuskokw’im 
and 
the Kobuk country. At present this 
mail is carried by dogs and requires 
from two weeks to a month after it 
leaves the Alaska railroad. The par­ 
cel post business has grown to such 
dimensions that it Is costing the gov­ 
ernment a heavy 
sum 
to 
supply 
points that are cut off from modern 
transportation.

Nome in summer, but the Bering 
Sea town is ice-locked and depend­ 
ent on communication by overland 
trail most of the year.

Cook carrots cut with a vegetable 
shredder into lattice-shaped pieces 
in very little water until tender; let 
them steam on the back of the stove 
in two or three tablespoon ful s of 
water to a pint of carrots. Season 
with salt, a dash of cayenne and the 
juice of half a lemon; keep hot and 
add two tablespoonfuls of butter 
shortly before the time for serving. 
New Beets.—Cook beets without 
peeling until tender. Drop into cold 
water and skin them. Reheat after 
chopping in the chopping bowl, add 
plenty of butter, salt and pepper. If 
olive oil Is liked that may he used 
instead of butter, and add a dash of 
lemon Juice. 
E g g s Stuffed W ith Anchovies.— 
Cook as m any eggs as are needed 
until hard cooked to the center. Re­ 
move the shells and cut into halves 
lengthwise. Take out the yolks and 
pound them with as many skinned 
and honed anchovies as there are 
eggs, season wdth pepper, nutmeg, 
salt and a little softened butter. Fill 
each half of egg with the mixture, 
put them when very hot on oval 
pieces of hot buttered bread or 
toast. This makes a nice hot sup­ 
per dish. 
One may serve the eggs 
wdth a seasoned sauce if desired.
